The suit was filed against the C. 
C. Manger company, the Compton 
sanitarium , and Drs. G. E. Meyers 
and F. C. 
Bishop, 
physicians 
in 
charge of the sanitarium , which is 
owned by the CJ. C. Monger com­ 
pany. 
Holbert. the 
m urderer 
of 
Kaufmann, was confined 
at 
the 
sanitarium and escaped from there 
several months before the slaying of 
the (Santa Ana man. 
Slain in Decembar, 192 5 
Carl Kaufmann was shot down 
by H olbert on Dec. 17, 1925, 
the 
homicide being one of 
the 
most 
brutal and wanton in the history 
of the county. 
Holbert had been 
out of the 
sanitarium 
for 
three 
months, being employed 
m ost 
of 
that time on a ranch near San Juan 
Capistrano. 
He 
suddenly 
left 
the 
ranch, 
walk ed to Santa Ana, purchased a 
rifle, and started back to the ranch, 
afoot, with the avowed intention of 
avenging some imaginary grievance. 
On East First street, Santa Ana, he 
met Kaufmann driving a small car 
toward town. 
A bullet from Hol- 
bert's rifle struck Kaufmann in the 
leg, and halted him. 
As he alight­

and

clubbing him to death with the butt 
of the rifle.

posed a demurrer to the suit while 
the late Judge Z. B. W est was on 
the bench.

Basis of Demurrer 
The demurrer, which contended 
that the damage complaint did not 
state facts sufficient to constitute 
a cause of action, w.*s baaed upon 
the claim that san uarium officials 
were not responsible for acta of the 
escape« ! maniac. 
Had the officials left a gun about 
their premises, where Holbert could- 
have obtained possession of it, re ­ 
sponsibility would be theirs, the de­ 
fendants admitted, but Holbert hav­ 
ing left their premises,

could not be blamed upon 
them, 
they held. 
Nelson and Mozley contended that 
the sanitarium officials were aware 
of Holbert’s condition and the dan­ 
gerous nature of it; that they were 
guilty of negligence, first in per­

or give warning that he

at 
large. 
Responsibility for any dam 
age he might do was therefore di­ 
rectly chargeable to the sanitarium , 
the attorneys held.

WATERWAYS AND RAILROADS 


American railroads have always instinctively op­ 
posed water transportation. 
At first they had to do 
that, in their early struggles for a living. 
The policy 
resulted even tually in killing internal waterway traf­ 
fic an d throttlin g new development. 
Always canal, 
river an d lake transportation projects have had to 
fight the railroads. 
At last, however, railroad opposition is diminish' 
ing an d an era of co-operation is beginning. 
This 
charge is seen in the progress made by the Inland 
Waterways Corporation, 
a 
government enterprise 
which for the last three years has been trying to re­ 
vive the old traffic on the Lower Mississippi. 
Though operating on a small scale, with little capi­ 
tal, the success of this venture under Gen. Ashburn 
has been notable. 
Not only has it turned the comer 
and started making money, but more remarkable 
still— and this is really the reason it is paying— it has 
succeeded in getting the railroads to work with it 
River traffic alone would not support those barges. 
They needed connecting railroad lines. 
Gen. Ash­ 
burn succeeded in persuading one railroad after an 
other that it would benefit the railroads themselves 
to exchange freight on a mutual basis. 
Now there is 
a joint rail and water rate, the barge line has work 
ing relations with 167 railroads, and four-fifths of its 
freight comes out of or goes into a freight car. 
What is good for both waterways and railroads in 
the Mississippi Valley will doubtless he good for both 
likewise in another great field of transportation when 
the proposed deep waterway is built from the Great 
Lakes to the Atlantic. The federal commission head­ 
ed by Secretary Hoover submits figures to show that 
by the time that channel is opened, water and rail 
lines will both have all they can do to handle the 
available freight. 
Accordingly, the railroads may be 
expected to show less hostility to that project. 


ITALIAN SABER-RATTLING 


a few years ago, when the Versailles treaty was be­ 
ing negotiated and the League of Nations planned. 
All administrations object, in greater or less de­ 
gree, to criticism. 
The more vital they consider 
their policies, the more they object. 
It is unquestionable more comfortable for a presi­ 
dent or a secretary of state to pursue the course dic­ 
tated by his own judgment, without a word of re­ 
monstrance from congress or press or public. 
But 
suppose people honestly think he is making a mis­ 
take— is nothing to be said then? 
Shall legislator 
and editor and private citizen be silent if they cannot 
voice approval? 
On the whole, history, and especially American 
history, seems to show that the inconveniences re­ 
sulting from government behind closed doors. 
Any­ 
way, Americans like to speak their minds, and will 
probably continue to do so hereafter as they have 
done in the past, even if they do seem occasionally 
to make unnecessary trouble for public men.

War between France and Italy? 
Some writers 
see this possibility in the news that six Fascist legions 
have been mobilized along the French border. 
The 
French are reported to have sent troops in their turn 
as a counter-demonstration. 
, 
The mutual ill-will of the two countries had its 
chief origin a few months ago, when Mussolini de­ 
nounced France for permitting criticism of the Italian 
government. 
Later it developed that Italy was hiring 
agents in France to work up conspiracies against 
Fascist rule, in order to be able to complain that these 
plots were hatched on French soil. 
Among these 
agents was the grandson of the great Garibaldi. 
In 
other words, Mussolini was manufacturing his own 
grievances. 
Unquestionably relations are strained, but war is 
unlikely. 
Not long ago prophets foretold immediate 
war between Italy and Germany. 
Now these coun­ 
tries have signed a ten-vear arbitration treaty. Today 
the Italians threaten France; tomorrow it may be 
Turkey, where Mussolini sees an outlet for Italy's 
surplus population. 
Italy has nothing to gain by war with France or 
Germany. 
The present hostile demonstrations prob­ 
ably aim only to flatter Italy's self-esteem and dis­ 
tract popular discontent. 
If any foreign blow is 
meant, Turkey is the most likely country to receive it.
